A Closer Link Between France 
And The British Empire," Was 
Key N ote of Visi tors* Speech 

General Pau Made Strong Impression mi Minds of Hearers— Siegfried Told of Intellectual Recon- 
struction of France Sine* Disaster of 1870— Words of Appreciation Spoken by Dean Lee— 
Ringing Chorus of "La Marseillaise" Brought Ceremony to Close. 



It was before a crowded assembly 
composed of more than four hundred 
KiudentH and many friends of the uni- 
versity that General Pau, the one- 
it rjued hero of France, and his asso- 
ciate Andre Siegfried, the prominent 
man of letters, spoke stirringly as 
the representatives of their country to 
the British colonies. The visit of 
th 0 distinguished members of the 
French Mission will ions be renient 
bered by those who had the good for- 
tune to be present, m 

The entry of the General and his 
fellow-delegates was the signal for a 
prolonged burst of applause, which 
lasted until the visitors mounted the 
platform and took their places. 

Mr. Adair, the President'of the Lit- 
erary and Debating Society, welcomed 
the General and the other members 
of tho Commission, and stated that it 
was under the auspices of the Cana 
(Man Club that the students of Me 
Gill were to have the* privilego of 
hearing both General Pau and Mr. 
Andre Slogfrled and other distinguish- 
ed Frenchmen. ! He then asked Dean 
Moyse, as vice-principal of the Uni- 
versity, to take the chair for the oc- 
casion. 

Deau Moyse, after stating that this 
visit would be considered an historic 
event in the annals of McGill, ex- 
plained the origin and aim of the Com- 
mission. At the request of the Aus- 
tralian Government, France sent out 
this Commission to establish relations 
;Of a lasting and friendly nature with 
Australia, and to express France's 
gratitude to those who bad come to 
her aid in the great struggle which 
has Just been terminated. The Dean 
then went on to say that we all re- 
alized that France had suffered most, 
for she had had to bear tho brunt of 
flie attack, but she had acquitted her- 
self nobly and had kept the vow of 
"Ils ne passeront pas," thereby sav- 
ing not only herself but also the cause 
of civilization. France muBt be built 
up again. 

As a university, we have an intel- 
lectual link with France, which sure- 
ly is durable, and which we hope will 
grow. On the spot where General 



Pau was to address the students hun- 
dreds of McGIU men had received 
their degrees, and had afterwards 
gone to fight in France— many o 
them never to return. ' The total 
number of men, undergraduates as 
well as graduates, who have gone 
from McGill is 2,500. The Dean then 
asked General Pan to speak. 

After the cheering and applause 
which greeted tho famous soldier' bad 
died down, the General expressed his 
regret that he was unable to speak 
the English language, and must %&■ 
dress his audience in his native 
tongue, but with Mr. "Siegfried acting 
as interpreter, he hoped to be able 
to make bis meaning clear to every- 
one. He then explained the double 
purpose of the Commission — to estab- 
lish friendly relations and to exprès» 
France'» gratitude to her Allies. Be 
said that we must not forget the sa- 
crifices which all the allied nations 
hava- made In this war. Many of 
own men who have crossed the 
now sleep side by side with his eoun 
trymen, and we may rest assured that 
France will never forget their sacri- 
fice. 

After Mr. Siegfried had translated 
his words thus far, the General con- 
tinued. The Mission in Australia 
Rad been partly of economic interest. 
France foresaw peace^ last July when 
her emissaries were sent- out with a 
view to establishing for post-war 
times, those relations which existed 
during the great struggle and which 
had given us the victory. The Com- 
mission is passing too quickly through 
Canada to be able to study matters 
from an -economic Itandpoint, but it 
has succeeded in coming into contact 
with the universities. 

The best way of drawing the differ- 
ent nations together has been proved 
in the last four years. First, they 
must be given the opportunity of 
knowing each other; then they will 
begin to appreciate one another's 
qualities. Once this appreciation has 
been attained, they will begin to visit 
each other's countries, and finally they 
will learn to love one another. It is 
in this way that France hopes to es- 



tablish relations with Canada aid 
other nations. Students from Canada 
are always welcome in France, and it 
is to be hoped that their numbers will 
increase in the future. France has 
been misunderstood and even 
calumniated in the past, and it is her 
desire that in the, future a solid foun- 
dation of friendship should be built 
between the two nations. Mr. Sieg- 
fried would speak of France s intel- 
lectual life since 1870, when she 
learned the lesson of defeat and re- 
alized that to keep one's faith in one's 
self and in others is one of the most 
important factors in a nation's life. 
German thought destroyed this faith, 
but France kept her ancient traditions 
and it is this faith in herself which 
led her to victor}'- 

Mr. Siegfried, after translating the 
General's words, spoke of the many 
links which bound France to Canada. 
We, of McGill, have strong ties of 
sympathy with his native land, for 
not only have we French professors 
in our university, but there are also 
many of our students in France. 

It has been said that France's atti- 
tude in the war was a surprise to 
many, but It was no surprise to the j 
French themselves. The events of 
1914 had been prepared for during 
forty-four years. The source of 
France's victory can be traced to the 
downfall ^of 1871, which was one ot 
the darkest, but also one of the noblest 
in France's history. The French 
took their defeats in a noble and, brave 
way. They felt 'that the time would 
come when France would shine again 
among the nations of the world, and 
they realized that she must carry out 
her own reconstruction. General 
Pau, among others, began in 1871 that 
preparation of which wo see the re- 
sult today— the glory of victory after 
four years war. 

There was a great intellectual re- 
vival of France after 1871. Men be- 
gan to ask themselves why they had' 
been defeated, and they decided that 
France s education had not been as 
it should be. They set to work and 
took lessons from everywhere. Ger-

A large audience of over 150 heard 
the first of a series of four lectures 
on "Government," which has been ar- 
ranged for by the Faculty of Law. 
The large hall at Strathcona.Hall had 
finally to be used, for {fie upper 
room was too small to accommo- 
date all who were present. Mr. i. 
V?. Ross briefly pointed out the aim 
of the Faculty in giving these lectures, 
and" without delay presented Dean 
Lee, the speaker of the evening. The 
substance of Dean Lee's masterful 
lecture on the "Government of the 
Empire" is given below: 

The British Empire covers, rough- 
ly, about one-quarter of the earth's 
surface, and its population makes up 
even a larger part of the world's 
population. .The unity of this Em- 
pire rests in its unity of government, 
with one. King, one parliament, and 
one executive at Westminster. 

The government of the United 
Kingdom, is the pivot upon which the 
Empire turns. I shall speak first 
of the unity of the Empire, andothen 
of the diversity of the Empire from 
the point of view of constitutional 
law. I say from the point of view 
of constitutional law, for it is as a 
lawyer that I am going to address you. 
In saying this I Indicate at the samo 
time what Ï am not going to do — I am 
not going to speak of processes of de-

MISS MATTHISON 

Yesterday. Miss Matthiaon gave a 
most interesting recital in the Rltz- 
Carlton. Both the balcony %nd the 
ground floor of the hall were thronged 
by the audience, anxious to hear the 
famous Shakespearian actreas who has 
also won great fame by her interpre- 
tation of the part of "Everyman," in 
the play of that name. 

Dean Moyse, who introduced Mils 
Matthiaon, made reference to the two 
phases of Y.W.CA. work towards 
which the proceeds of the lecture were 
to go— the Recreation Centre at Knox 
Church, and the Camp in the Lauren- 
Hans — of both of which he heartily 
approved. Referring to Miss Mattbi* 
son, Dean Moyse said that this was a 
practical age, but culture, though per- 
haps a by-product, was always with 
us. Mrs. Charles R. Kennedy, better 
known under the name of Miss Edith 
Wynne Matthiaon, had fives her life 
to the world of art and beauty. 

Miss Matthiaon then began the ] 
gramme by reciting some Chinese 
lyrics written at rarioua dates from 
1200 B.C. to 605 B.C., and exquisitely 
rendered into English. One, written 
in 780 B.C., contained the exhortation 
to a woman, that— 
"Her place is in the inner room, 
To mind the silkworm and the loom." 
Another, written in 650, referred to the 
sluggard — 
"Since 1 am content to stay, 
'Soon' must indeed be fsr away." 
The last was a vivid picture of a dead 
woman found in the river at night— 

"The whiteness of her throat 
On the black water of the night, like 
' lotus float." 
Miss Matthlson next gave Shelley's 
"Ode to a Skylark," two poems by 
John Masefleld— "Being Her Friend" 
and "The Word"— and one by her hus- 
band, Charts* R. Kennedy. She then 
recited from Hamlet, beginning at the 
famous soliloquy, "To be or not to be." 
The tragedy <c1 the scene here, ihe 
felt, was enhanced by Ophelia's ignor- 
ance that Polonius and the King were 
overhearing all. Two sonnets of 
Shakespeare's were next clven. and, in 
conclusion, Miss Matthlbon recited two 
Forest Scenes and the épilogue from 
"A3 You Like It." The Forest Scenes 
chosen were the scene where Rosalind 
discovers the poetry on the trees, and 
the scene in which Orlando comes to 
a cure for his love

Finally there 
is a small but important group con- 
sisting of six Lordd of Appeal in Or- 
dinary—all of them lawyers of great 
eminence, who, by statute, enjby the 
dignity of Baron for lire In order that 
they may discharge their Judicial 
functions which fall to the House of 
Lordr in Its capacity of Biipreme 
Court of Appeal in all Judicial busi- 
ness arising within the British Isles. 

The House of Commons, under the 
provisions of the Representation of 
the People Act of 1918, now con- 
sists of 707 members — 492 for Eng- 
land^ 36 for Wales, 74 for Scotland 
and 105 for Ireland. A feature which 
may well be adopted in Canada Is the 
representation of the universities by 
fifteen members (an increase of six). 

The suffrage Is now placed upon a 
very broad basis, approximating to 
universal suffrage. The electoral 
lists are made up twice in the year— 
and any man of full ago who has re- 
sided in the constituency or in an ad- 
joining constituency during Ibe quali- 
fying period is entitled to be put on 
the register. He insy also ha\e a 
tWKd vote m retpect of his business 
premises— or his university (if he Is a 
graduate) — but he cannot in any case 
exorcise more than two votes. This 
goes a loug way toward;) abolishing 
plural voting, but stops short of the 
principle of "one man one vote." Wo> 
men, too, may now exercise the par- 
liamentary franchise, provided they 
are thirty y lira of age— and are 
themselves entitled or are the wives 
of. men entitled to vote In local gov- 
ernnxnt elections. This gives them

other words, I shall describe the Gov- 
ernment of the Empire in theory and 
in practice. These are not the 
same; and it Is necessary to dlstln 
finish them. This Is a point of vital 
significance which we must never 
lose sight of whenever we are speak 
ing of the constitution of any coun 
try. Two simple instances will make 
this plain: Election of President in 
U.S.A.; Choice of Ministers in Canada. 
Having said so much by way of pre- 
face I proceed to the details of my 
subject.

In matters ■ of 
policy the King has no initiative. The 
so-called King's speech, which is de- 
livered at the beginning of each Par-, 
liamcnt, is, in fact, not the speech of 
the King, but ot the ministers. When 
proclamations are Issued in the King's 
name, it is always some minister ot 
the Crown who Inspires them and who 
is responsible for them. Shortly 
stated, the King reigns, but does not 
govern, and when we describe our 
Constitution as a monarchy, which 
means one-man rule, we qualify, the 
word by sn added epithet— limited' or 
constitutional, which negatives the rav ; 
plications of the word "monarchy." In 
truth, our Constitution is monarchical | 
t»i no sense but this, that our ma- 
chinery of government includes an of- 
ficer, whom we call a king.
